more definite action, soon to be taken
in the form of a demani upon the
Mexican fuctions that they end strife
and establish g constitutionul govern-
ment.

Official repcrts from Mexico City

said conditions generally are worse
than ever. People of all classes are
suffering. A state departicent mos-
sage from Vera Cruz told of an as-
sault wpon Allan Mallory, an Ameri-
can citizen, by a Zapata soldler near
Puebla, and that soldiers trampléd
upon the American flag which he was
flying on his automoblle. Mallory
was threatened with death when he
frol.ested ngeinst the soldiers takiug

wo Spaniards from his car. The
